(EDITORS NOTE: This is the

Washington. Nov. 5 (AP)—Twen- 


ty-four persons begin today an 
analysis of the two-v ear-old Social 
Security law. 


Their purpose was to recommend 


changes, if any seem advisable, to 
perfect the largest tax plan and the 
most sweeping insurance system yet 
projected by the American govern- 
ment. 


Thirty-four million wage earners 


have a, stake in these deliberations. 


They are the men and women who

Harrisburg. Nov. 5 CAP).—Gover- 


nor George H. Earle served notice on 
the anthracite industry today that 
he would call a special session of 
the legislature soon after the first of 
the year, unless some other means 
were found to solve the troublesome 
hard coal problems confronting his 
administration. 


Breaking his long silence on the 


question of a special session, the 
Governor said he would do all in 
his power to avoid summoning the 
extraordinary session—which he es- 
timated might cost about $300.000— 
but he added that the question was 
entirely up to the industry. 


About to begin the last year of his 


administration, Earle renewed his 
promise to "cure the ills of the hard 
coal trade before I go out of office." 
His term expires in January. 1939.

mining problem and other troubles 


-anthracite, as~the most serious 


economic and industrial tasks facing 
the remaining months of his regime.
